The purpose of the conference was to 
provide these trainees with extensive 
information from which they can develop 
community action on behalf of deaf 
persons. 


June 17: 

The Parent Section of the Contention 
of American Instructors of the Deaf in 
coordination with the Public Service 
Programs sponsored an all-day informa- 
tional workshop for parents of deaf 
children in the Washington area. 


Representatives of numerous organiza- 
tions and agencies involved in the field 
of deafness also attended this pilot 
workshop. Film demonstrations, teach- 
ing machines, communicative devices, 
and free literature were featured at 
the workshop. 


June 26: 

Representatives from schools for the

The nineteen states which currently 
have State Coordinators of Vocational 
Rehabilitation Services for the Deaf 
will be attending a two-day workshop 
at Airlie House in Arlie, Virginia. 

The conference, planned and coordina- 
ted by the Public Service Programs, will 
examine the unique approaches for work 
with deaf persons and will serve as a 
forum for cooperative programming.
